Mr. President, it is indeed a great privilege for 
me to represent my country as the Afghan envoy to Washington 
at a time when a new era has come about with regards to the 
United States dealings with world issues. 

We have deep admiration for your Administration's 
determination to alleviate the gap between the rich countries 
and the poor and to assist the developing nations as well as your 
sincere efforts for the maintenance of peace and international 
justice. 

Mr. President, we the people of Afghanistan with our fervent
